THE CRIME OF MUTINY. 


REFERRING to the subject of mutiny, which bas 
recently been discussed in England as well as ia this 
country, the London Army and Navy Gazette 
says: “Mutiny was a crime punishabie by death 
like sedition, knowledge of mutiny and delaying to 
inform the authorities, though a capital sentence 
could not be awarded in the British Isles. Mutin- 
ous conduct is distinguished from mutiny. In this 
connection it is well to observe that civilians who 
endeavor to incite soldiers to join in any sedition 
or mutiny are liable to penal servitude. According 
to the best authorities, to warrant a charge or mu- 
tiny there must be not only insubordination, but 
insubordination of a collective character, showing 
an intention of resisting lawful authority. The 
word itself, like all our military phrases, is derived 
from the French. It signifies resistance to author- 
ily, disobedience to orders. A soldier may origin- 
ate a mutiny, just asacivilian may bring about a 
riot, but a soldier cannot “ mutiny’’ any more than 
& man can “ riot” by bimeelf. he Duke of Wel- 
lington laid down the dictum that the word “ mu- 
tinous ” should only be applied to occasions where 
‘he number and the conduct of the soldiers engaged 
justify the opinion that it is intended to resist con- 
stituted authority.”’

WOODBRIDGE WIRE-WOUND GUNS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


WITH your permission, I desire to correct some 
statements made in an article published in your 
issue of Nov. 5 relating tothe “ Brown Segmental 
Tube-Wire Gun,” in which mention is made of its 
relation to the “Woodbridge gun.” This I can best 
do by presenting the following facts. 

Two wire guos involving in part the same priu- 
ciples of construction have been copstructed by the 
Government as the result of recommendations of 
the Board on Heavy Ordnance and Projectiles, con- 
vened under Congressional authority and presided 
over by Gen. — | whose name it is known. 

The one presenting the most full development of 
the system which has taken my name will be found 
described sufficiently for my present purpose in the 
following words taken from a letter addressed by 
me to the Chief of Ordnance, March 29, 1882, char- 
acterizing one of the designs then offered. (See page 
261 of the Report of the Getty Board.) 

** A 12 inch steel gun of 30 calibres length, having 
a lining tube overlaid with bars or ‘staves’ of cold- 
hammered or cold-rolled steel, which are wound 
with hard-drawn square.steel wire under high ten- 
sion and united with a solder of low fusibility.” 
Al0inch gun of this description is now at the 
point of completion (or completed) at Watervliet 
Arsenal. - 

The other gun mentioned isa 10 inch cast-iron wire 
wound gun, latelv tested. [t has no “ Vousoir bars“ 
(why a capital V?) of cast-iron or other material. 
The portion corresponding to the staves and lining- 
tube in the steel-gun is replaced by a solid tube of 
cast-iron. 

One of the reasons given by the Board referred to 
for its recommendation of this style of construction 
(quite in the line of my reasons for Sey it) 
they express in the following words-—( page 12 of 
report referred to.) ‘* They can be weary J and ra- 
pidly produced in this country without incurring 
the delay of sending to foreign countries for large 
masses of forged steel.”” Ten years that was so 
important reason. 1 would not now, more than the 
Chief of Ordnance, *‘ upon the whole, from the ex- 
pompase so far,” recommend it for Government 
service. 

The gun has, however, been a success, os 

short in no particular from what it was design 
and expected to perform. [t is now perfectly ser- 
viceable. The last four consecutive rounds fired 
at a target 3,000 yards (nearly one mile and three- 
quarters) distant, had, according to the official re- 
cord, a mean deviation from the centre of impact 
of but one foot and 7 inches. Perhaps some por- 
tion of the report of the Chief of Ordnance relating 
to the gun is liable to be misunders 
The muzzle energy of the cast-iron wire-wound 
gun (of 28 tons and 28 calibres) is given as 10,682 
foot tons, while tbat of the steel gun of crdpance 
build (30 tons and 34 calibres) is mentioned as about 
16,000 foot-tons. This, however, will not be held to 
have any relation to the merits of the system of 
construction, which rest on other considerations. 
If the dimensions of the two pieces and their 
charges had been reversed,the cast-iron wire-wound 
would have given 16,000 foot-tons of energy instead 
of the steel. 
Possibly the remarks as to “‘ scorings and gutter- 
ings’? may be misapprehended. From impressions 
taken of the bore it appears that no scoring or gut- 
tering reaches the length of an inch and a half, and 
that the greatest depth is one-sixteenth of an inch. 

Whether the differenc? between the gun put for- 
ward by the “trustees for the subscribers for the 
stock of the Brown Segmental Tube Wire Gun Co.”

After experiments conducted upon the request of 
the Minister of War. Dr. Plagee, of the Laboratory 
of Hygienic Chemistry’ at Berlin, declares that 
water, coffee, vinegar, beer, wine and brandy ma 
be kept in aluminium fiasks practically uncha 
if the flasks be first washed, and that aluminium is 
little affected by boiling operations. The tannin in 
brandy after a long time produces blackish-brown 
stains on the sides of the flask, formed of tannate of 
aluminium, and these may even give a color to the 
brandy itself. These stains, however, like white 
marks consisting of salts of aluminium, which may 
be deposited by the action of water, are quite unim- 
portant, are easily removei. A new use for 
aluminium is mentioned by the Journal des Inven- 
teurs, which consists in intercallating a very thin 
plate of this metal between the two soles of a boot, 
with the object of preventing the penetration of 
damp while retaining the warmth of the foot. A 
timepiece made of aluminium is another novelty. 
The half pound saved in wei zht can be added to the 
hoisting charge. 





A correspondent of the Army and Navy Gazette 
tells some curious stories of the loss of arms in 
India, where every year gangs of professional 
thieves oross the border for the main object of 
stealing arms. He says: ‘‘ There are many tales of 
their sharpness. Our iment on the maroh used 
always to chain itsarms round the tent pole. The 
wily border thief on the warpath thought this most 
convenient, as hesimply pulled down the tent pole, 
and while the men were struggling under the oan- 
vas he quietly made off with the weapons conveni- 
ently chained tegether. A solitary old man driving 
an eckha past the guard tent upset it in the road, 
and came and asked assistance from the sergeant, 
who good-naturedly told a couple of men to help 
bim. Of course, the sentry looked on with the 
others. When they re-entered the tent there was 
not a weapon left. When we were on the march we 
used to dig a trench, oer the arms, which were first 
all inspected and coun by an officer of each tent, 
inside the tent, and the men slept on the top of 
them. I may als. add that if the men do catch a 
thief he has a pretty roucb time of it.” 





In a contribution to the Allegemeine Schweizer- 
ische Militar Zeitung, Prof. Hebler argues that 
much of the resistance offered by the atmosphere 
oan be overcome by giving the rear of the bullet as 
long a0 ogival as possible, providing it with a base 
eap of some light but tough material, such as papier- 

or rubber, to insure ite leaving the barrel 
truly. A bearing surface to take the grooves can 
be obtained by enlargiog the bullet at the middle 
and the base cup drops off within a short distance 
of leaving the muzzle, and, like the cartridge case, 
oan be used several times. The whole of the bullet 
has a hard metallic covering. As the result of com- 
parative experiment, Prof. Hebler calculates the 
* goodness” of the 5 mm. rifle, firing the most fav- 
orable form of bullet, at 4,020, and classes the value 
of the results of employing the types of bullets as 
follows: German 1888 pattern bullet, 474; improved 
Ogival headed type, 784; improved double ogival 
ended type, 1,347; or, if fired from a5 mm. rifle, or- 
dinary pattern bullet, 1,429; improved ogival head- 
ed type, 2,522; improved double ogival ended type, 
4,020. The penetration of the improved double ogi- 
val ended bullet into white deal at 1,000 and 2,500 
metres is respectively about three times and five 
times greater than * of the ordinary bullet at 
those ranges. 





A ‘correspondent sage: “The Mills woven-car- 
tridge belt, now used in the U.8. Army, is a most 
excellent part of the equipment for the infantry 
arm of the Service, but 1s no advantage to the cav- 
alry, especially during field service. As the latter 
branch of the Service is armed with the revolver, 
there should doubtless be a place for revolver 
ammunition, as it most inconvenient to 
put the pistol cartridges in the loops pro- 
vided for the carbine ammunition and in 
case of action would be to a great disadvantage 
to the cavalry soldier.

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Your publication last week of an extract from a 
dispatch going the rounds to the effect that Mar- 
shal Bartlett pore there is trouble brewing among 
the Indians at Pine Ridge and that Marshal 
tlett has been removed m office because of these 
reports leads me to say that [ have just spent ten 
days on the Pine Ridge Reservation, that in com- 
pany with Capt. Brown, llth Inf., Acting Agent, I 
visited all the districts and saw a very large pro- 
portion of the Indians, their homes and general 
condition and talked with many of the leaders, es- 
pecially some of those who would be considered 
among the most restive, and I neither saw nor 
heard anything that would warrant the despatches 
sent out by ex-Deputy Marshal Bartlett. { might 
add that I had exceptional chances otherwise for 
learning the condition and temper of these Indians. 

The statement that Deputy Marshal Bartlett was 
removed because of these interviews and reports 
should also be corrected. Deputy Marshal Bartlett 
was formerly a trader at Pine Ridge under a prev- 
ious agent who reported against him and he was re- 
mov from the reservation. He afterwards se- 
cured the office of Deputy U.S. Marshal and then 
attempted to go back on the reservation as such. 
Capt. Brown's duty as agent required that he sub- 
mit the question, of Deputy Marshal Bartlett’s rignt 
to re-enter the reservation, to Washington before 
allowing him todoso. This brought to the atten- 
tion of the authorities in Washington the previous 
report concerning Bartlett and the whole matter 
was submitted to the Attorney-General who, in- 
stead of making a decision as to the right of Bart- 
lett’s re-entering the reservation, dismissed Bart- 
lett from his position as deputy marshal.

Commopors F. M. Ramsey, U. 8. N., in his annual

expiration of enlistment, 130 for disability, 276 by 
reason of services being no longer required, 903 
at their own request, 106 men by request of their 
commanding officers, 97 for bad conduct, 37 on ac- 
count of ill enlistments, 65 for inaptitude, and 
908 men and 352 apprentices d during the 
ear; 778 men and 339 apprentices in home ports. 
e number of enlisted men serving under contiao-

$4,245 have been paid to enlisted men in prizes for 
practice with great guns, machine guns, and 
sm arms. Under Sections 4756 and 4757 of the 
Revised Statutes 33 pensions have been allowed and 
26 disallowed. Tne efficiency of the service de- 
mands that some changes shall be made in its per- 
sonnel in order that the number of officers in the 
different es shall be in keeping with the duties 
now requ of them and with the character and 

number of vessels composing the Navy. 

These changes are particularly needed in the line 
and in the Eagineer Corps, but as special legisla- 
tion for different corps is detrimental to the morale 
of the Service, it is earnestly recommended that the 
necessary action be taken to effect a syoomatio re- 
organization of the entire personnel of the Navy.

BUREAU OF SUPPLIES AND AGOOUNTS. 


Tue affairs of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts are in 
a flourishing condition according to the annual report of 
Paymr.-Gea.

plished with less friction and greater despatch thaa at any 
vious time sioce its reorganization, Tne detail involved 
in its work is immense, the labor demanded is exceed- 
ingly great, and smoothness, promptness and efficiency 
can result only from a system thoughtfully pianned, 
patiently developed, and intelligentiy applied in all its 
mioute detaiis, In the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts the 
Navy Department has a sort of cleariag house, iato which 
pour daily for record, action, or audit all the 
muititudinous matter relating to supplies and disburs - 
ments, and from which issues the final order tor every ex- 
penditure and for every payment. It has been toward the 
establishment in the Department of suca a central office of 
accounts that Tracy's efforts have been directed 
during — administration, and itcan now be said that the 
object practically attained. 
lt is recommended that Congress be asked to create a 
fund amounting to $200,000 to be known as the supply 
itund, out of which ordinary commercial articles may be 
purchased on requisitions originated by general storekeep- 
ers and approvea by the Paymaster-General, and thus avoid 
delay in the issue or these articles, 


SURGEON-GENERAL'S OFFICE. 


Surg.-Gen. Browne, in his annual report to the Secretary 
of the Navy, snows that the naval vesseis were remarkably 
tree from contagious diseases during the past fiscal year. 
There was no yeliow fever or cholera, but seven cases ot 
smallpox and twenty-eight of measies. Tne cases of grip 
numbered 512, very littie more than half the number re- 
ported tor the previous year. The Surgeon-General says: 

It 8 the intention of the bureau to enlarge the scope of 
the professional examination of candidates tor admission 
and promotion, the advance of médical science necessitat- 
ing the :ntroduction of subjects now most important tactors 
in medical education, but receiving little consideration a 
tew yearsago. This revision is not proposed witn the view 
of increasing the difficuiuy of entraoce for the weil in- 
formed candidate, but to the possibility of the ad- 
mission of those not thoroughiy grounded in professional 
knowledge.”

hitherto have been woefully lacking. 


CoMMANDER CHADWICK, P. A. Engr. Ira N. Hol- 
lis and Asst. Naval Constr. W. L. Capps, U. 8. N., 
have been appointed a board to revise the regula- 
tion of Circular No. 77, of 1890, in regard to the care 
and preservation of iron and steel ships. Two years 
experience with these regulations have demon- 
strated that it is impracticable to carry out some of 
its provisions without modification. The para- 
graph requiring a weekly examination of the 
double bottom of the ship by the executive officer 
and chief engineer is considered useless and trouble- 
some work. 


Tue British marine engiueers are again discussing 
the desirablensss of agitating for a change in the 
cyetoms of testing boilers with a view to reducing 
the thickness and weight of the shells. It is asserted 
that of late years material and workmanship have 
so much improved that the hydraulic test at present 
imposed by the Board of Trade and insurance com- 
panies might well be r-duced by one-half to ninety 
pounds over the workiog pressure, as is now the 
case with British ships of war. Thesaving which 
this would effect may be estimated from the fact 
that in the new Cunarder Campania about 1,200 
tons of weight are absorbed by tne boilers alone.

DECISION UN THE DANFORTH CASE. 


In the case of Asst. Engr. George W. Danforth, of 
the Philadelphia, who was tried by Oourt-martial 
on the charge of “disobedience of the lawful order 
of his superior officer” in refusing toappear on deck 
when ordered to do so by the officer of the deck and 
sentenced to one year’s suspension from rank and 
duty on leave pay, Secretary Tracy has made the 
following endorsement : 

The proceedings, finding and sentence of the Gen- 
eral Court-martial in the foregoing case are ap- 

roved. In view of the position assumed by the de- 

‘ence, in certain interrogatories pro be put 
to the members of the Court, = ying a contro- 
versy between the line and staff officers of the Navy 
as to the limitation of authority in matters of com- 
mand, it is hereby directed that in addition to the 
information usually promulgated to the Service in 
General Court-martial orders, the fact will be 
stated that the evidence adduced upon the trial 
shows that the offence committed, “ disobedience of 
the lawful order of bis superior officer,”” was clearly 
a violation ef the express regulation requiring en- 
gineers on duty to conform to the orders of the 
officer of the deck, who, as the representative of the 
commanding officer vf the vessel, is entitled to 
obedience from all officers of whatever rank, 
whether of the line or staff. The regulations speci- 
fically bearing upon this point, selected from the 
various instructions embraced in chapter 5 of the 
Navy Regulations under the head of “ Instructions 
for officers afloat,” read as follows: 

“The engineers on duty will conform to the or- 
ders of the officer of the deck, but they are not, ex- 
cept in case of necessity, to be ordered to perform 
duties other than those connected with the engines 
and their dependencies,” and the officer of the deck 
*-is the representative of the commanding officer,” 
and his authority, subject, however, to the orders 
of the executive officer, is to be recognized in all 
matters pertaining to the management and police 
of the vessel which come under his supervision. 

No such question, therefore, as that suggested by 
the defence was likely to arise in this case, and in 
the absence of specific challenge for cause, the court 
vez properly excluded the interrogatories. 

The sentence imposed by the court in the case of 
Aset. Engineer Danforth is very lenient for the 
ofience of which he is found guilty, the Oourt hay- 
ing taken into consideration his extreme youth and 
inexperience in the service as well as his previous 
good record. But for these reusons the Depart- 
ment would bave returned the record of his trial 
for a reconsideration of the sentence under the 
provisions of article 5, of the articles for the govern- 
ment of the Navy which require that in all cases of 
conviction the punishment adjudged shall be ade- 
quate to the nature of the offence. 

The Department desires to impress upon the ser- 
vice the importance of obedience to the orders of 
superior authority, as the first and plainest duty of 
all, and one from which no person in the Navy is or 
cap be exempted.

8, has a long article entitled *‘ Military Lessous from 
the United States,” in which it says: “Some of 
these lessons might prove more valuable than those 
derived from a study of Continental Armies, which, 
being based on the principle of conscription, stand 
on a totally different basis from our own forces—a 
fact too’often overlooked by enthusiastic but ill-in- 
formed Army reformers. No nation subjects her 
coming officers to a more thorough course of general 
and special instruction than does the United States 
andinno Army is promotionand the granting o 
commissions more fairly and less obstructively con- 
ducted than in hers; and—this point deserves spe- 
cial consideration—in no other Army is it so easy for 
an intelligent’man to rise from the ranks to a cow- 
mission.” Speaking of the insubordination of the 
Household’ Cavalry, a correspondent of the same 
paper says: ‘* Why should there be any privileged 
regiments at all? Every corps in the service should 
have its tour of foreign service. A regiment which 
remains ina metropolitan centre, or within easy 
access of such a centre, stagnates; nay, worse, it 
degenerateer. Not only should the Foot Guards, but 
the Household Cavalry, be placed on the list for 
foreign servixe in their proper turn.” in another 
article the Gazette argues that the condition of the 
British Army is not satisfactory. Speaking of for- 
mer days itsays; “‘A very small percentage of the 
officers of those days could have passed the stiff 
competitive examination of these ‘latter times;’ 
but they knew how to handle asword and to leada 
forlorn hope. lf Tommy Atkins then ‘ fought un- 
dcr the cold shade of aristocracy,’ and at intervals 
drank hard, be likewise fought hard, though with 
inferior weapons, not against ill-disciplined say- 
ages, but opposed to European soldiers, and foemen 
worthy of his steel. The fact is, we want a stouter 
cles of recruit. A little less mind and a little more 
ody would not be out of place with a considerable 
section of both officers and men of the present day. 
With the lower ranks, the abler-bodied of the young 
men now fiad more attractive markets for their 
vigor than the Army supplies, and this tendency is 
increasing. For the higher ranks the candidate with 
brains and a special course of preparation inevita- 
bly comes out on top, while the physically perfect, 
but not exceptionally mentally brilliant, candidate 
becomes one of the great army of failures. We 
doubt whether the Duke of Wellington, as Arthur 
Wellesley, would bave stood the slightest chance of 
passing the competitive examination of 1892, and 
the same remark might be apphed te many laurelled 
names,’

THE cases of Chief Engr. Harrie Webster and Asst.- 
Engr. W. P. Winchell were argued before the Court 
of Claims last week. The main question involved 
ia each case relates to the right of an officer to draw 
two salaries from the Government. Chief Eogr. 
Webster claims pay for services rendered as pay- 
master at Samoa, to which duty he was assigned by 
Admiral Kimberly upon the death of Paymr. Arms, 
in addition to his pay as an engineer officer. Asst.- 
Engr. Winchell claims psy as a civilian employee 
in the Hydrographic Office during the period he was 
illegally held to be out of the Service by ex-Secre- 
tary Chandler, in addition to his pay as an assistant 
engineer which the courts have since held he is en- 
titled to. 




















Mr. RicHARD R. McMAnON, who as Deputy Sec- 
ond Comptroller of the Treasury under Cleveland’s 
administration wrote numerous opinions on the 
status of retired Army officers, in a recent conver- 
sation with a representative of the JOURNAL, ex- 
pressed his firm conviction that Gen. Sickles cannot 
be sworn in as a member of the House of Rapresen- 
tatives without resigning his commission in the 
Army. Though we have little doubt that Gen. 
Sickles will be sworn in and take his seat, it may be 
well to state that Mr. McMahon maiaotains that un- 
der the decision of the Supreme Court in the Tyler 
case an officer of the Army, who is retired from ac- 
tive service, is still in the military service of the 
United States, and, therefore, holds a federal office. 
Concerning the point raised by Gen. Sickles that 
the House is the sole judge of the qualifications of 
its members, Mr. McMahon takes the ground that 
the House cannot qualify a man who is disqualified 
under the Constitution. In the case of Garfield, 
who was elected to Oongress while in the Army, 
Mr. McMahon points to the fact that he resigned 
his com mission before taking his seat, so there was 
no constitutional impediment to his being sworn in 
as a member of the House. “The Constitution 
says: ‘No person holding any office under the 
United States shall be a member of either House of 
Congress during his continuance in office.’ General 
Sicklesjis not yet a member of either House. His 
election was not invalidated by the provision cited ; 
that becomes operative only when he takes the oath 
of office as a member of the Fifty-third Congress, 
which will be, presumably, Maroh 4, 1893.” It is 
therefore contended that “ as an Ary officer—an 
officer of the United States—he cannot be a member 
of the House unless he relinquishes his place ia the 
Army.” But Gen. Sickles holds that his position on 
the retired list is not an office buta pension. Gen. 
Duane, whose case has been cited, held a State of- 
fice, and there is no express provision of the Con- 
stitution or of any act of Congress probibiting the 
| *ppointment to a State office of # person holding 
t national offee,

The 
President of the Philadelphia Academy of Natural 
Sciences, at whose solicitation this leave is granted, 
in a letter to Secretary Tracy says: “Should Mr. 
Peary reach the northern coast of Greenland after a 
favorable season, that is to say a season near tho 
close of the circumpolar sea, shall have been accom- 
plished under the smoothing influence of northerly 
winds, there is no possible reason why, by the ex- 
tension of the same methods, he should fail to reach 
the geographical pole itself, although that would be 
but an incidental object. However that may be, it 
seems tolerably certain to the Academy that, par- 
ring special accident, Mr. Peary will be able to ver- 
ify and extend the valuable observations he has al- 
ready made,and thus, while contributing to the 
general scientific knowledge, shed a certain glory on 
his country and its Government. Mr. Peary is will- 
ing and anxious to make this experimental explo- 
ration, but feels a delicacy about asking fora fur- 
taer leave of absence, which, on behalf of the Acad- 
emy,. [ thus venture todo.” From Greenland Oapt. 
Manson, of the cryolite vessel E. O. Clark, brings 
the report that when he left Ivigtut the belief was 
current there that Verhoeff, the missing member of 
the Peary Arctic expedition, was alive, and that 
only the necessity of leaving port before the ice 
closed in prevented him from heading a search,

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NAVAL BUREAU OF ORDNANCE. 


In bis annual report Commo. Wm. M. Folger, 
Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, asks for $2,000,000 
for the armament of vessels authorized, $50,000 
for Naval Militia, and $409,324 for miscellaneous ex- 

ses. Of the 381 guns, of calibres from 4 to 13 
oches uired for the Navy, 237 have been com- 
pleted and 116 are already afloat. A marked step in 
advance has been made in the application to the 10- 
inch and 12-inch guns of a device for operating their 
vreech closure by hand, thus simplifying the appara- 
tus and securing increased rapidity of fire. A speci- 
ally designed 8-in. gun proposed by Mr. W.Sellers, of 
Philadelphia, is comp sed of an inner and outer jack- 
et and a tube which may be removed if corruded 
or damaged. It appears to give promise of a defin- 
ite step 1n advance in our methods of construction. 
The forgings for this experimental piece are to be 
of nickel steel, and should this experimental gun 
prove a& success, and there is little room for doubt 
that it will so prove, it is probable that the Bureau 
will adopt nickel steel as the material for future 
gun construction. The metallic cartridge cases 
now adopted for the 4-incb, 5-inch and 6-inch cali- 
bres will probably before long be applied to the 
larger calibres as well. 

The adoption of therapid-fire type of breech me- 
chanism for the later 6-inch guns, even without the 
use of the brass cartridge case, has resulted in a 
marked increase in their rapidity of fire. One of 
the 4-inch rapid-fire guns has been fired 250 rvunds 
without showing any sigus of deterioration oth er 
than a slight erusion near the seat of the projectile. 
A rapidity of fire of five rounds in 14 seconds bas 
been attained with this gun. At an elevation of 10 
degr corresponding to about 6,000 yards range, 
five shell can be kept in the air together. 

No more 37 mm. 47 mm. R. C. and 8 pounders h. p. 
guns will be ordered nor, probably, the 18 short 
1 pounders. No satisfactory 12 inch powder has 
thus far been tested. Smokeless powder will prob-

Suc- 
cessful experiments have been made with emmen- 

site, as we reported last week. Very successfal ex- 

riments are reported with a high explosive for a 

ursting charge in shelJls from powder guns. A de- 
cided revolution in the armament of vessels of war 
is imminent. They will have only long and power- 
ful guns using armor-piercing projectiles and large 
bore short guus using high explosives for use 
against uparmored ships. 

The excellent character of the Carpenter steel has 
been apn panten eg Bag weep mn Projectiles made 
of this are superior those made by Firth and 
Holtzer. Inspite of the severe requirements of the 
Bureau the manufacture of armor-piercing shell 
for the 3-pounder and 6-pounder rapid fire guns 
appears to have been established on a satisfactory 
basis. The Hotchkiss Ordnance Company, the 
Driggs Ordnance Company and the American Pro- 
jectile Company are supplying shell fully up to re- 
quirements. 

The Krag-Jorgensen gun will be recommended 
for provisional adoption. Commander Geo. A. Con- 
verse. U.S. N., and Ensign H. H. Eames, U. 8. N., 
are eopoctaliy commended for professional work. 
15 launchicg butts for the Howell torpedo and 10 for 
the Whitehtad have been ordered. The Navy has 
three Patrick dirigible torpedoes, two of them on 
the Pacitic Coast. Baker’s submarine boat has a 
fair prospect of success. 746 41 tons of nickel steel 
armor bas been obtained from the Bethlehem Iron 
Co. and 707.93 tons from Carnegie, Phipps and Co. All 
armor for the wr | is now made of nickel steel. An 
account is given of the Indian Head experiments 
leading to this result. The successful development 
of hard-faced armor suggests a halt in the reduction 
in the calibre of the larger guns. The Bureau will 
recommend the conning tower of oneof the new 
vessels to be made of nickel steel. The shops of the 
gun factory have run at full time throughout the 
past year, with an average number of employees of 
989, The cn ghee een at the new proving ground 
are described, and we are told that the greater por- 
tion of its special details and facilities are the crea- 
tion of Ensign R. B. Dashiell, U. 8.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


LIEUTENANT CASSIDY’S CASE. 

THE indictment, by the Grand Jury of Erie 
County, N. Y., of Lieutenant O. C. Cassidy, 224 
Regiment, N. @. 8. N. Y., for the alleged killing of 
one Michael Broderick, at Buffalo, during the re- 
cent riots, is causing much discussion in the National 
Guard and Regular Service, as to the rights, duties 
and exemptions of an officer when placed on duty to 
quell a riot which, in its extent and acts approaches 
closely to an insurrection. We are glad to be in- 
formed that on the facte of the case Lieutenant 
Cassidy is believed to have a good defence. 

That is not, however, the point which it is impor- 
tant to have authoritatively determined, if the Na- 
tional Guard is hereafter to be relied upon as con- 
servators of the peace, in their organized capacity, 
asa combatant force. The question is as to how 
other members of the National Guard can un- 
der the circumstances escape the fate of Mr. Cas- 


sidy, who has been required to proceed from his 


home, in the city of New York to Buffalo, to meet 
the bench warrant issued by the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer under the indictment, and who, if publio 
spirited citizens had not voluntarily qualified on his 
bail in a large sum, would now bein confinement 
awaiting trial. 

The statute under which Governor Flower acted 
in calling into service the military force, of which 
Lieut. Cassidy's regiment formed part, is as follows: 


The Commander-in-Chief shall have power in case of in- 
surrection, invasion or breaches of the peace, or imminent 
danger thereof, to order into the active service of the State 
any or all of the ry batteries, com ies, ions, 
regiments, brigades, or divisions of the National Guard, or 
other militia, or military organizations of the State, that he 
may deem proper, and all members who shall be or- 
dered out by proper authority for any such duty shall not be 
liable to civil prosecution for any act or acts done by them in 
the discha ne! ad military duty on such oceasions.—( Mili- 
tary ae the 

This provision of the Military Code, in so far as i; 
undertakes to exempt the National Guardsman 
from civil prosecution for any act done in the dis- 
charge of his military duty when on active service, 
has, we believe, never yet received a judicial inter- 
pretation. 

It may be urged that the Legislature thereby only 
intended that no civil prosecution for damages could 
be maintained. Viewing, however, the whole con- 
text, the more natural interpretation would be that 
the intent of the statute is to exempt the officer or 
soldier from prosecution in the civil courts for any 
alleged offence growing out of any act or acts done 
by him in the discharge of his military duty, leay- 
ing the prosecution therefor to the people before 
the duly organized military tribunals, 

The theory of our Government has always been 
that the military is subordinate to the civil author- 
ity, and this is exemplified in the fact that, under 
the Constitution of the State, the Governor, elected 
periodically by the people, is the commander-in- 
chief, and the further fact that the organization 
and administration of the National Guard is wholly 
based on laws made by the representatives of the 
people. It is not essential, therefore, to this theor 
that the civil courte of criminal jurisdiction shall 
take cognizance of any civil or military offence 
when committed by Naticnal Guardsmen in actual 
service, and it is competent for the Legislature to 
vest exclusive jurisdiction in such cases in the mili- 
tary courts. Tne Constitution of the State (Art. I, 
Sec. 6) sanctions this by providing that National 
Guardsmen, when in actual service, may be held to 
answer for a capital or otherwise infamous crime, 
without presentation or indictment bya grand jury, 
or trial by a petit jury. The Legislature has accord- 
ingly provided a military tribunal com of 
sworn public officers, to faithfully try and deter- 
mine according to evidence the matter before it be- 
tween the people of the State of New York and the 
prisoner to be tried, aud to duly admunister justice 
according to the established rules of law. 

Such bemmg the law it remains to be considered 
whetber Lieut. Cassidy can properly be tried by the 
Oyer and Terminer. 

We have not seen the indictment, but on such in- 
formation as has been communicated, the claim of 
jurisdiction in that court seems open to doubt. 

Here was a case of riot which endangered life and 
property, and which involved a large number of 
persons and the civil authorities of the county were 
unable to quell it. 

The citizen soldiery were called in—duly, organ- 
ized, uniformed, armed and equipped by the State 
for such @ contingency, anda mulitary combatant 
force was thus lawfully employed. Property might 
thereby have been destroyed and innocent lives 
taken, but it would have been the unavoidable 
consequence of the employmentof sucha force. 
The ciub of the policeman was superseded by the 
musket and bayonet, and due proclamation was 
made and all hud due notice. 

The Peace Officer may, in the performance of duty, 
resort to fire arms only in the last extremity, and, 
therefore, must justify the same as any other citizen, 
and malice aforethought willbe presumed until he 
does 80 justify. The soldier, ou the other hand, in 
the periormance of duty, when all within the sphere 
of his military operatious have bad due notice by 
prociamation, May resort to his musket because that 
ig the particuiar weapon he has lawfully been pro- 
vided with forsuch purpose. To use it, therefore, 
while performing sucn duty does notimply malice 
aforethought until justified, as in the case of a 
peace officer. Un the contrary the onus will rest on 
the prosecution to proye the malice. Tbis principle 
has frequently been lost sight of in the effort to ap- 
ply common iaw rules to acts resting for justifica- 
tion on statutes.

Jorode indictment is necessary if the court has 
u on. 

It should be made to appear on the faceof the in- 
dictment that the officer or soldier was in actual ser- 
vice, but that he was not at the time of the a!leged 
offence acting in the discharge of his military duty, 
but had gone outside of it to commit the alleged 
criminal act. He is entitled to this and not to be 
considered in the light of anordinary citizen who 
has,for example, shot at and injured another. 

In other words, the citizen soldier, having volun- 
teered to serve in the National Guard for public 
purposes, and having been sent, under lawful or- 
ders by proper authority to quell by force and arms 
8 prociaimed riot, is entitled to the protection of the 
courts, and to claim with reason that all the facts 
shall be stated; and the District Attorney should see 
that they are so stated. 

A National Guardsman called into actual service 
during a time of riot and lawfully engaged in trying 
to apprehend a rioter is justified in using the neces- 

oree to overcome resistance. 
is uniform is notice to the offender that he be- 
longs to the military force and his arms are fur- 
nished him by the State for just such a contingency. 
It is no child’s play. The order to “ halt’? means 
halt, or a bullet if not obeyed. 

In a pursuit the armed soldier would stand but 
little chance of overtaking the fleeing rioter—fam- 
iliar with the highways and byways of the neigh- 
borhood. 

Mawkish sentimentality has no place in sucha 
situation, and even the most ignorant rioter knows 
that if he stands near an armed sentry and jeers 
and derides him in the effort to impair his authority 
and incite riot, and throws an accasional brick at 
him to disable him, he will do so at his peril. 

Sir Charles Napier contended in his remarks on 
military law that an officer ought not to be liable to 
trial by the ordinary courts of justice for anything 
he may do in executing the duty (— on him by 
the civil magistrate, namely, to quell the riot. 

Lieut. Cassidy has been indicted by the Grand 
Jury of Erie County as if he were an ordinary citi- 
zen and not one who was sent there under the or- 
ders of the Chief Magistrate of the State in per- 
formance ofa high public duty which made vio- 
lence and the destruction of property or the taking 
of life even a probable necessity in the performance 
ofit. Wedo not known who served on the Grand 
Jury, but it is within the bounds of probability 
that the very Grand Jury which has indicted him 
or a majority of it, could have been composed of 

rsons who were either engaged in the riot or in- 

ured by his performance of duty in suppressing it. 

To guard against just such contingencies the 
Legislature enacted that he should not be liable to 
civil prosecution for any act or acts done by him in 
= discharge of his military duty on such occas- 

on. 

It is to be hoped that this question will now be de- 
finitely settled asthe Legislature appears to have 
intended it should be, in the interest of discipline 
and continued efficiency of the National Guard 
such as displayed by them in the trying circum- 
stances of their recent active service. 





CALIFORNIA. 


ADJUTANT-GENERAL C. C. Auutn, in his biennial report 
for the two years ending June 30, 1892, states among other 
things that the total strength of the Nationa! Guard, includ- 
ing 11 retired officers, and the battalion of Naval is 
4.764 men. The National Guard, independent of the Naval 
Reserve and retired officers, consists of 412 commissioned 
officers and 3.902 enlisted men, a total of 4.314, 

“The National Guard of this State,” says Gen. Allen 
“ will compare favorably with any military organization ot 
the country in efficiency and discipline, officers and 
men are from our best yo citizens, they lay 
aside for the time being their private affairs and devote 
much vaiuable time in perfecting themselves in duties as 
soldiers. They have no return in anything tnat dees not 
come to all,and their patriotism is worthy of the kindest 
consideration. It isa mistake to assume that these duties 
are assumed for purposes of social enjoyment ; they are 
too onerous and exacting, requiring too much valuable 
time to be considered other than as a high duty they owe 
to the State. The State exacts of the Guardsman the 
expesure of his life in time of war and in d of the 

ublic peace,and that he shall lay aside for the time his 
private interests; and totally independent of his comfort 
and wishes ciaims of him at its discretion, services invol- 
ing not only great personal, but heavy pecuniary saeri- 
floes. 

A poquisttion was made on the Secretary of War last Feb- 
ruary for a sufficient number of the new 3 20 inch rifled 
ns to equip the San Francisco and Sacramento light bat- 


ries. 

Speaking of clothing Gen. Allen says: “ There are more 
than 3.600 enlisted men on the roll of the Nationa! Guard, 
and the immediate demand for at least blousers, trousers 
and caps is urgent. We wiil have need for at least 1,000 new 
uniform coats within the next two years,as many now in 
use were issued four years ago,and are in bad condition. 

There is an immediate cemand for 2,000 new overcoats. I 
estimate that the demands for uniforms will require an ap- 
propriation of $70,000. 

It is suggested that California be represented at the 
World’s Fair by at least one regiment composed of the best 
drilled and best disciplined companies, and that the Legisla- 
ture appropriate a sum sufficient to defray the expenses of 
such representation. A certain fixed appropriation for ar- 
mory and other expenses of the Naval Battalion is recom- 


mended. 

It is advocated that regimental armories be constructed 
by the State in the prominent cities, the amounts allowed 
for rents of armories in the places will pay the interest on 
the amounts appropriated for armories and its Guard will 
be much better provided for. An _ Speropeenice is recom- 
mended for hospital tents, cots, ng, hospital supplies 
and medicines. 

The report also contains among other things reports from 
Lieut.-Col. A. D. Cutier. Division Laspector, N. G. C., and 
Adjt. Frank A. Brooks, Inspector and Mustering Officer of 
the Naval Battalion.
